@ thermometer, the cooling has been 
somewhat overdone.

WHAT'S @ IN THE 
FOREST PRESERVE. 


Chicago, June 28.—The forest preserve 
district is sending copies of the Forest 
Preserve News with the change of the 
seasons four times a year to every or- 
ganization and to many institutions, ed- 
ucational and otherwise. 

The park systems of Chicago comprise 
5,455 acres and the total cost of mainte- 
nance and operation is estimated at $15,- 
368,000. The forest preserve district com- 
prises 31,000 acres and approximately 
$500,000 is available for improvements, 
labor and material, policing, forestry, 
reforestation, sports and recreations, and 
the many other items contained in the 
annual budget. The visitors to the pre- 
serves number many times the visitors 
to the Chicago parks. 

Last fall and this spring a special 
contest in reforestation was held in each 
of the fifteen districts of the forest pre- 
serves. Ten thousand trees were planted 
last fall. This spring transplanting and 
reforestation in the form of a contest 
was conducted, with the net result that 
25,000 trees were transplanted and plant- 
ed in the districts,
